Finally the firemen flooded the 


burning mass and soon afterward ent- 
ered the tunnel They brought up 
the corpses of five men and two wo- 
men, all belonging to 
the working 


class. 


There are believed to bo eighteen

Wearing ap- 
parel and articles of food were exempt. 
All animals except horses, cattle, 
mules, asses and hogs were exempt. 
Also all farmers' implements but road 
wagons. 
Mechanics' tools to the 


amount of $100 were exempt. 
To a 


head of a family one cow, eight sheep, 
four hogs, were exempt, and if the tax 
bearer did not have them, furniture 
to the amount of $100. In Minnesota, 
where $100 is exempt from taxation, 
the county auditor deducts it from the 
return. The taxpayer is not permit- 
ted to do it, as in Ohio. Kelley's law 
also exempted all lands for 5 years after 
sold by the United States. Kelley's ex- 
emptions were repealed April 3, 1852, 
50 0. L., 135, and $200 exemption given 
in gross. This was reduced to $50 
March 12, 1853, remained such to May 
9, 1894, when it was increased to $100, 
where it has since remained.

Republican on the subject of 
lynching, which deserves to be wide- 
ly read not only because the author's 
opinion is entitled to respect, but al- 
so because he discusses his topic 
with exceptional force and thorough- 
ness. We give below the greater part 
of his staring analysis: 


1 find it hard to comprehend 
the 


ignorance of history and of human 
nature which allows people still to 
think of negro lynching 
as of a 


transient contagion destined soon to 
exhaust its virulence. It is, 
on the 


contrary, a profound 
social disease, 


spreading now like forest fire, and 
certain to become permanently en- 
demic in every corner of our coun- 
try, 
north and 'south, unless heroic 


remedies are swiftly 
adopted 
to 


check it. 


Three years ago I said that unless 


heroic measures were adopted 
we 


should soon have civil war between 
the .races. The Evansville riot is an 
example of what we may expect to- 
morrow wherever negroes are numer- 
ous, and very little later 
in 
such 


cities as New York and Boston and 
Philadelphia. 
The north is already 


almost as fully inoculated as 
the 


south, and the young white American 
of the lower classes is being educat- 
ed everywhere with appaling rapidity 
to understand that any negro accused 
of crime is public spoil, to be played 
with as long as the fun will last. At- 
tempts at general massacres of ne- 
groes are certain to be the next thing 
in order, and collective reprisals by 
negroes are equally certain. 


The average church-going civilizee 


realizes, one may 
say, 
absolutely 


nothing of the deeper currents of hu- 
man nature,* or of the aboriginal ca- 
pacity for 
murderous 
excitement 


which lies sleeping even in his own 
bosom. Religion, custom, law 
and 


education have been 
piling 
their 


pressure upon him 
for 
centuries, 


i

kept under. The result achieved with 
infinite difficulty, is the blessed public 
peacelulness which until recently we 
have enjoyed, a regime in which the 
usual man forgets that in the prac- 
tical sense there is any bloodthirsti- 
ness about him, and1 deems it an ex- 
ceptional passion, only to be 
read 


about ii\ the newspapers and 
ro- 


mances. 
Methodical dimunition 
of 


tempting pretexts and provocations, 
social condemnations of violent acts, 
the rarity of bad examples and the 
fear 6f the gallows, are 
the forces 


which have brought us to this tame- 
ness, which is the very triumph of our 
civilization. 


But the water-tight compartment in 


which the carnlvora within us is con- 
fined is artificial and not organic. It 
never will be organic. 
The slightest 


dimunition of external pressure, the 
slightest loophole of licensed excep- 
tion, will makt the 
whole system 


leaky, and murder will again grow 
rampant. It is wnere the impulse is 
collective, and the murder is regard- 
ed as a punative or protective duty, 
that the peril to civilization is greater. 
Then, as in the hereditary vendetta, 
in dueling, in religious massacre, his- 
tory shows how difficult it is to ex- 
terminate a homicidal custom which 
is once established. 


Negro lynching is already a per- 


mitted exception in the midst of our 
civilization. Blood orgy and diseased 
idea emotion ave strucks an unholy 
partnership, impunity Is agreed upon 
and an anonymous mob is the power 
to which the license is accorded. The 
newspapers are doing all they can 
to convert the custom into an estab- 
lished institution. I first learned 
of 


the recent negro burning at Wilming- 
ton by seeing the scare head of 
a 


paper which a man on a seat before 
mo in a car wa's reading. "Charred in 
Chains; Lynching Well Done," 
was 


printed in tall capitals in this Boston 
daily. 
One of our most influential 


New York weeklies, formerly an inde- 
pendent journal, printed an editorial 
on the same atrocity of which the on- 
ly influence on a susceptible 
mind 


could be to make it seem excusable. 
Everywhere we find educated men 
and women making light of the base- 
ness, as being, after all, only a rude 
sort of Justice, just as old fashioned 
Christians used to say that Jews must 
continue to be baited for the honor of 
our savior. 
Negro lynching claims 


more and more the character of a 
public right. It appeals to the puna- 
tive instinct, to race antipathy, and to

the white man's pride, as well as to 
the homicidal trenzy 
One shudders 


to think what roots a custom may 
strike when a fierce animal appetite 
like this and a perverted ideal emo- 
tion combine together to defend it. 


One or two real fanatics there may 


be in every lynching, actuated by a 
maniacal sense of 
punitive justice. 


They are a kind of "reversion" which 
civilization particularly 
requires to 


extirpate. 
The 
other 
accomplices 


are only average men, victims of the 
moment when the greatest atrocities 
are committed, of nothing butirrespon- 
sible mob contagion but invited to be- 
come part of the mob and predisposed 
to the peculiar sort of contagion, by 
the diabolical education which the in- 
cessant examples of the custom and 
of its continued impunity are spread- 
ing with fearful rapidity throughout 
our population. Was-%ver such a priv- 
ilege offered? Dag fights, prize fights, 
bull fights, what are they to a man 
hunt and a negro burning? The illit- 
erate whites everywhere, always fret- 
ting in their monotonous 
lives for 


some more drastic 
excitement, are 


feeding their imaginations in advance 
on this new possibility. The hoodlums 
in our cities are being turned by the 
newspapers into as knowing critics 
of the lynching game as they long 
have been of the prize fight and foot 
ball. They long to possess "souven- 
irs". They agree on the belief that 
any accused negro is their perquisite 
and property, and that to burn him is 
only the newest form of white man's 
burden. How far this education has 
already proceeded we are likely to 
learn any day in a startling manner. 
And the supineness of our official 
and the mealy mouthed utterances of 
our journals seem to me to reveal an 
incredible misunderstanding 
of the 


real situation. No student of history 
or knower of human nature could be 
so fooled for a moment 


I unhesitatingly stand 
by 
my 


prophesy for there is nothing now in 
sight to check the spread of an epi- 
demic far more virulent 
than the 


cholera. The fact seems rocognizezd 
that local juries will not indict or 
condemn; so that unless special legis- 
lation and hoc is speedily enacted and 
unless many "leading citizens" are 
hung—nothing short of 
this 
will 


check the epidemic in the 
slightest 


degree, and denunciations from the 
press and pulpit only make it spread 
the faster—we shal 1 have a negro 
burning in a very few years on Cam- 
bridge common and the Boston public 
garden.
